CARS are racing down Haverhill’s 
roads at well over the speed limit, 
with some clocking up to 90mph 
in a 30mph limit, according to new 
figures. 

More than 9,000 vehicles have 
been recorded at speeds over 
40mph in 30mph zones, according 
to figures recorded by a vehicle acti¬ 
vated sign (VAS). Three cars in Hol¬ 
lands Road were recorded travelling 
at between 80 and 90 mph. 

Five vehicles - four in Coupals 
Road and one in Wratting Road - 
were caught travelling at between 
70 and 80mph, while 68 cars were 
travelling at between 60 and 70 
mph, all in 30mph limits. 

The figures revealed that in 
Bumpstead Road and Coupals 
Road, over half of the vehicles re¬ 
corded were travelling at or above 
30mph, with 58 per cent of vehicles 
in Bumpstead Road at or above the 
speed limit. 

The VAS was installed by Haver¬ 
hill Police in October, after being 
purchased with funds from town, 
borough and county councillor 
Tony Brown’s locality budget. 

It is a portable, electronic sign 


fixed to a pole that flashes up a 
number showing the speed of the 
approaching vehicle. The VAS keeps 
a record of the number of cars trav¬ 
elling along the road and how fast 
they are driving, but does not re¬ 
cord number plates or otherwise 
identify the vehicles. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, of Haverhill Po¬ 


lice, said some of the findings were 
“amazing”. 

He said: “With the really high 
speeds, I have been asked whether 
it would have been police cars. It 
certainly wouldn’t be police cars 
driving that fast in a residential 
area. 

“I am guessing that they are boy 


racers, doing a circuit, having a race 
to see how quickly they can do it.” 

He said that the statistics would 
give his teams areas to focus on 
when targeting speeding with 
speed guns. 

He went on: “It’s very good be¬ 
cause it gives us statistical informa¬ 
tion that we can work on. 


“It was always very difficult with¬ 
out statistics.” 

He said that Haverhill police may 
call for help targeting these roads 
from specialist traffic enforcement 
officers based in Bury St Edmunds. 

The statistics were discussed at a 
meeting of Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil’s full council on Tuesday night. 

Councillors expressed concern 
about the high speeds and agreed 
to discuss setting up a speedwatch 
campaign. 

This would involve volunteers 
standing by the side of the road re¬ 
cording the speed of the cars and 
taking down registration numbers. 

The VAS has been rotated around 
five locations in Haverhill: Cou¬ 
pals Road, Wratting Road, Hollands 
Road, Bumpstead Road and Berga¬ 
mot Road. It has so far been at each 
location for between 13 and 26 
days, and is on the second rotation 
of the sites. 

Two more roads, Hales Barn Road 
and Chimswell Road, are set to be 
added to the rotation after mem¬ 
bers of the public identified them 
as problem areas for speeding.

INQUEST 

Gaps in dead 
inmate’s care, 
inquest hears

A 25-YEAR-OLD man found 
hanging in his prison cell 
was not seen by mental 
health services for months, 
despite the assessment that 
he “needs follow-up”, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Callum Brown, a prisoner 
at HMP Highpoint in Strad- 
ishall, near Haverhill, was 
found dead in his cell on the 
morning of April 8, 2013. 

On Monday an inquest 
heard although he was on 
the prison mental health 
team’s case load until March 
2013, he was not seen by a 
member of the team after 
November 22, 2012. 

This was the last appoint¬ 
ment he had with mental 
health nurse lames Allinson, 
who was off work due to ill¬ 
ness for substantial stretches 
of time from November 1 on¬ 
wards. 

When Mr Allinson first 
went on sick leave on No¬ 
vember 1, he both emailed 
and verbally told his col¬ 
leagues about the patients 
he had been seeing, he told 
the inquest. 

His email about Mr Brown 
said that he was doing well 
but “needs follow-up” and 
added that he knew how to 
access mental health servic¬ 
es, the inquest heard. 

A statement from Mr Al- 
linson’s line manager Karen 
Clements said that “this im¬ 
plies Callum would contact 
the team and had been given 
the information to do this.” 

Ms Clements also stated 
that the team assumed Mr 
Allinson would have contact¬ 
ed patients in his case load 
during the periods when he 
returned from sick leave. 

Mr Allinson’s notes for his 
last meeting with Mr Brown 
stated that another appoint¬ 
ment would take place just 
four days later, on November 
26, but this never occurred, 
the inquest heard. 


Mr Brown was not contact¬ 
ed proactively by the mental 
health team until February, 
2013, when he was sent a 
letter asking if he wanted to 
continue being seen by the 
team, the inquest heard. 

Despite replying that he 
did, after missing two ap¬ 
pointments he was dis¬ 
charged on March 21, 2013. 

The inquest heard that 
an application form ask¬ 
ing to be seen by the mental 
health team was found in 
Mr Brown’s belongings after 
his death. It was signed by 
a prison officer and dated 
March 18, 2013. 

Mr Brown had been seen 
by a prison GP on January 
31, 2013, regarding problems 
with his heart, and had not 
mentioned mental health 
issues. He also reportedly 
walked out of a GP appoint¬ 
ment on February 4, 2013, 
which prison GP Dr Horst- 
Dieter Haas said suggested 
he “didn’t want to engage 
with health care”. 

Dr Haas is the GP who 
prescribed anti-depressants 
for Mr Brown on October 
26, 2012, after he attempted 
suicide. Dr Haas did not see 


Mr Brown himself when 
he wrote the prescription, 
but told the inquest that he 
trusted the recommenda¬ 
tion from the mental health 
team. 

Guidelines from the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Clinical 
Excellence state that people 
who have been prescribed 
anti-depressants and are not 
at risk of suicide ought to 
be seen after two weeks and 
regularly afterwards for a few 
months. 

Mr Brown was not seen in 
relation to his mental health 
after November 22. Dr Haas 
told the inquest that if he had 
had any reason for concern 
when writing repeat pre¬ 
scriptions for Mr Allinson’s 
anti-depressants then he 
would have followed them 
up. 

At the time, prison health 
care was provided by Care 
UK, with mental health ser¬ 
vices subcontracted to the 
Norfolk and Suffolk NHS 
Mental Health Trust. 

The inquest began on 
Monday, January 11 at the 
Farmers’ club in Northgate 
Street, Bury St Edmunds, and 
is set to last for four weeks.

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Arts centre reopens after £125,000 refurbishment 


HAVERHILL Arts Centre has 
reopened to the public after 
a £125,000 refurbishhment. 

The arts centre now has 
a new sound and house 
lighting system in the 
auditorium, a complete 
redecoration of its ground 
floor, and maintenance 
work done to the outside of 
the 19th century building. It 
reopened on Saturday after 
a three-week closure. 

One of the most 
spectacular transformations 
is of the cafe, which has 
been designed by West 
Suffolk College BA interior 
design student Ashley 
Lloyd. The cafe had not 
been updated in 20 years, 
and Ashley's design is 
intended to make it a more 
modern space. 

At a launch event at 
the centre on Friday, 
arts and leisure manager 
Nick Keeble said: "This 
amazing space we've got 
now is certainly unique for 
Haverhill. It's inspiring as 
well. 

"We have started to 
move onto the rest of the 
building. In a short space 
of time, I think the whole 
place will be lifted and 
transformed." 

The second phase 
of the refurb will begin 
in March, and the arts 
centre's upstairs bar will 
be revamped according to 
another design by Ashley.

Three are 
arrested 
after raid 

THREE people have been 
arrested after a drugs raid in 
Haverhill which was part of a 
planned day of disruption by 
Suffolk police. 

A 20-year-old man from 
Romford in Essex, a 32-year- 
old woman from Haverhill and 
a 36-year-old woman from 
Haverhill were all arrested 
on suspicion of supplying a 
controlled drug. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, of Haverhill 
police, said all the arrests took 
place after a warrant was carried 
out at Elmdon Place on the 
Chalkstone Estate on Tuesday. 

He said that although no drugs 
were seized at the address, 
police did recover nearly £1,000 
in cash. 

The people arrested were 
taken to Bury St Edmunds 
Investigation Centre. 

These were three of 11 arrests 
made as part of a police day of 
disruption across Suffolk. 

Eight of the arrests were on 
suspicion of drugs offences, 
while a further three were on 
suspicion of possession of 
indecent images. 

As well as executing a number 
of warrants across the county, 
police carried out roadside 
checks at Beacon Hill service 
station in Coddenham, stopping 
39 vehicles.

Hundreds turn 
out for funeral

ST MARY’S Church in Haver¬ 
hill’s Market Square was 
packed out onTuesday-with 
people standing and sitting 
in the choir stalls - as hun¬ 
dreds of mourners turned 
out to remember Haverhill 
councillor Tim Marks. 

Cllr Marks, a serving bor¬ 
ough and county council¬ 
lor, was on a site visit with 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee when he died on January 
4, aged 78. 

At the funeral service, his 
youngest granddaughter, 
Lily, gave a reading while his 
eldest grandson, Sam, read a 
tribute from his widow, Mar¬ 
garet. 

The tribute by Margaret, 
who married Cllr Marks in 
1983, said: “Above all Tim 
was a modest man. It’s a 
great sadness that he will 
not read the tributes which 
have arrived from all over 
the world. 

“I would like to say a pub¬ 
lic thank you for our life

together, for your love and 
for the great wisdom you so 
readily shared. 

“My life is richer for having 
known you and I hope I can 
live up to your expectations.” 

Cllr Mark’s youngest son 
Jason read the Dylan Thom¬ 
as poem “Do Not Go Gentle 
Into that Good Night”, while 
his eldest daughter Claire 
gave a tribute. She gave some 
details of her father’s life, 


from living for three years 
in Sierra Leone in the early 
1960s to his recent work for 
local organisations includ¬ 
ing the town, borough and 
county councils, Haverhill 
in Bloom and Haverhill Safer 
Neighbourhood Team. 

She said: “Some have said 
he used his nine lives 10 
times over.” 

The Rev Andrew Payne 
also read a tribute from West 
Suffolk MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock, who could not be at the 
service. 

The Rev Payne estimated 
more than 350 people at¬ 
tended the funeral service 
which was followed by a 
wake at Haverhill Arts Cen¬ 
tre and cremation at West 
Suffolk Crematorium in Bury 
St Edmunds.

Emergency helicopter 
landing causes blackout

AN APACHE attack helicopter had 
a close call when it had to make an 
emergency landing after flying into 
power cables during a low-flying 
training exercise near Haverhill. 

The tank-busting helicopter 
struck the cables at about 12.40pm 
on Tuesday near Hundon, causing 
a power cut to many homes and 
businesses in the area. The helicop¬ 
ter then landed in fields near Hun¬ 
don Grange before one of the pilots, 
still in full flying gear, went to knock 
on doors to apologise. 

Lieutenant Colonel Robbie Silk 
MBE, confirmed the helicopter had 
been based at Wattisham Airfield. 

An Army spokesman said: “An 
Apache made a controlled, precau¬ 
tionary landing at Hundon Grange 
near Haverhill after a wire strike at 
approximately 12.40pm on Tues¬ 
day, lanuary 19. 

“Both crew were uninjured and 
were on a routine training sortie 
that originated from Wattisham 
Flying Station. As with all incidents 
involving military aircraft there will 


be a thorough investigation.” 

One resident said a pilot came to 
his door to explain what happened. 

“He was wearing the full flight- 
suit, apart from the helmet,” said 
the man, who asked not to be 
named. “I had seen the helicopter 
hovering before it went down. I was 
startled when he came to the door.” 


The Plough Inn in Hundon had to 
shut as a result of the power cut and 
power was not restored until 8pm, 
said manager Kevin Wood. 

“The business was hit and we 
had to shut at lunch time,” said Mr 
Wood. “We had to shut rooms and 
had to ship off guests to other ho¬ 
tels. I would imagine the pilot got a 



rousing round of applause when 
they got back to the base. 

“We didn’t know what it was, 
they had been cutting down trees, 
so we thought it was that but two 
guests said they had seen a military 
helicopter hitting the cables. I don’t 
think the pilot will be allowed to 
live that one down.”

Linton, Babraham and Granta Park. 

Rail Haverhill will be holding its next 
meeting at 7pm on Monday, January 
25 at the Haverhill Arts Centre.

Homes scheme 
leads to calls 
for relief road 



A RELIEF road out of Haver¬ 
hill and improvements to 
the A1307 would be needed 
if a new 2,500-home devel¬ 
opment were to go ahead, 
said town councillors. 

They also called for a full 
traffic survey to find out the 
destination of cars from 
Haverhill as part of the con¬ 
ditions to supporting out¬ 
line planning for the Great 
Wilsey Park development 

The town council’s plan¬ 
ning committee heard on 
Thursday that residents 
feared that current trans¬ 
port links would not be able 
to cope with the influx of 
new commuters coming 
from the development. 

At a meeting to discuss 
the proposed development 
in the town, locals hit out 
at figures which suggested 
that only 8.2 per cent of new 
residents would commute 
to Cambridge. 

One resident called this 
percentage - which the de¬ 
velopers said was validated 
data from Suffolk County 
Council - “utter rubbish”, 
while town councillor Mau¬ 
reen Byrne called it “really 
laughable”. 

Nathan Loader, of the 
Kedington Action Group, 
which has been campaign¬ 
ing against the develop -

ment, said he estimated that 
the expansion of Haverhill 
could lead to 4,000 new 
commuters travelling down 
the A1307 between Cam¬ 
bridge and Haverhill. 

He went on, address¬ 
ing representatives from 
developers Hallam Land 
Management: “Have you 
considered the cumulative 
impact on transport? I do 
not think you have if you 
are only talking about 8.2 
per cent.” 

Town councillor Quillon 
Fox said that including trips 
not related to employment, 
the actual figure would be 
closer to 40 per cent, ac¬ 
cording to 2011 census 
data. 

One resident from Linton 
said: “It’s simply not good 
enough for you to send 
all your traffic down our 
A1307, we simply cannot 
take your development.” 

Her concerns about the 
A1307 were echoed by 
Haverhill residents, one of 
whom said it had taken him 
80 minutes to drive from 
Haverhill to the Fourwent- 
ways roundaboutt. 

Town councillor Clive 


Turner urged residents to 
get in touch with MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock to support 
his campaign to make the 
road a dual carriageway, 
while Cllr Byrne encour¬ 
aged residents to support 
the campaign for a Haver¬ 
hill to Cambridge railway. 
The idea of finding an al¬ 
ternative road route from 
Haverhill to Cambridge was 
also suggested. 

Lee Witts, of Brookbanks 
consulting, which works 
with Hallam Land Man¬ 
agement, said the develop¬ 
ment met all the transport 
requirements of Suffolk 
County Council. 

Resident Ian Johnson also 
raised concerns about the 
impact of the development 
on green spaces, requesting 
that footpaths on a country 
park planned for the site 
were S-shaped to prevent 
the removal of trees. Cllr 
Fox pointed out that the 
Suffolk Wildlife Trust had 
objected to the develop¬ 
ment because it posed a 
threat to biodiversity. 

The committee voted to 
tell the planning authority it 
supported outline planning 
consent providing condi¬ 
tions, including Mr John¬ 
son’s suggestions and those 
relating to traffic, were met.

At more than 3,500 events 
across the country, hundreds of 
thousands of people will hear 
about bystanders, those whose 
silence and indifference allowed 
dreadful persecution, and ultimately 


genocides to take place. And 
we will honour the rescuers and 
resisters, people who not only saved 
individuals, but who took action 
against bigotry and hatred. 

We know that silence and 
indifference in the face of 
discrimination and hatred allows 
persecution to take root, so we 
want to encourage people to stand 
up and speak out, in the way many 
brave souls have in the past. 

As well as taking a stand in our own 
communities here in the UK today, 
we also need to be mindful of the 
fact that genocide is continuing 
in Darfur, where thousands of 
people have been murdered and 
millions have been forced to flee to 


makeshift refugee camps. 

We all need to reflect on the fact 
that the path to genocide begins 
with exclusion and discrimination, 
and that standing by allows hatred 
to take hold. 

In our film for Holocaust Memorial 
Day 2016, Susan Pollack, a survivor 
of the Holocaust, tells for the first 
time a surprising and unique story 
of surviving genocide.

‘Haverhill High Street Revisited’ is a 
glimpse of the High Street’s shops, 


businesses and private homes over 
the years. 

Recollected are the days when 
the street boasted automobile ga¬ 
rages and petrol pumps, hardware 
stores, two cinemas and the Co-op 
department store. 

Most of the shops pictured have 
disappeared but two family busi¬ 
nesses continue trading, Chapman 
& Sons which opened in 1938 and 
Griffith Jones, jewellers from the 
19 th century. 

Among the rare photos is one 
of town residents collecting ration 
books at Cambridge House. 

Built as a private residence, Cam¬ 
bridge House became the Minis¬ 
tries of Labour and Food offices 
during the Second World War and 
later the Saffron Walden Building 
Society. The Raj Mahal restaurant 
now stands in its place. 

New to the group’s archives is a 
photo of the Playhouse cinema in 
1934, just six years after it opened. 


The Playhouse closed in 1973, and 
the town had to wait 21 years for 
cinema to return with the renova¬ 
tion of the town hall.

BMX pump track for

A PUMP track for BMX riders in 
Haverhill is one step closer to be¬ 
ing delivered. 

The pump track - a looping trail 
which BMX riders travel around by 
shifting their weight - is part of an 
initiative to improve facilities for 
residents in Haverhill South. 

The track has been allocated 
£85,000 funding by the People’s 
Health Trust as part of £313,275 
funding to help residents develop 
a shared vision for their commu¬ 
nity. 

At a meeting of Haverhill Town 
Council on Tuesday, councillors 
agreed that the Haverhill Commu¬ 
nity Trust - a charity affiliated to 
the town council - would take full 
liability for the pump track if the 
landowners agreed. 

This is a crucial step towards en¬ 
abling a planning application for 
the track to be submitted. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne said about 
the track: “It’s a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity. It isn’t just for those in South 
ward, it’s for anybody in the town 


and outside who wants to come. 
It’s something I had never seen be¬ 
fore but it’s a really exciting project 
and a really good thing.” 

The idea for the pump track has 
been developed by a residents’ as¬ 
sociation - Haverhill South Peo¬ 
ple’s Forum. 

Town clerk Colin Poole said 


the Haverhill Community Trust 
would take over the bureaucratic 
elements of running the site if all 
went to plan, while “the residents 
would be the managing agents”. 

The People’s Health Trust is 
also launching a series of £5,000 
community grants for projects in 
Haverhill South ward. 


Local voluntary organisations 
and projects can apply for the 
money to help them deliver a pro¬ 
ject that helps health, young peo¬ 
ple, or the community. The total 
grant money available is £25,000.

Town precept 
will rise by 
£1.35 a year 

HAVERHILL Town Council has 
voted to raise its portion of 
council tax by 1.2 per cent - 
equivalent to 2.6p per week, or 
£1.35 a year. 

The precept has risen from 
£111.75 to £113.10, the first rise 
since April 2014. Together with 
cost-cutting measures this will 
enable the town council to absorb 
the loss of £32,233 of support 
grant from St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

The decision was made at a full 
meeting of Haverhill Town Council 
on Tuesday night. 

Town clerk Colin Poole said 
afterwards: "When I came into 
the post in June 2014, the town 
council's expenditure budget was 
£1.26m. This year the budget is 
£1.07m. While any increase in 
council tax will be unwelcome in 
some households, the context is 
that nearly £200,000 of savings 
have had to be found, so it is 
not surprising that we are in a 
position where a small precept 
increase is also needed to 
maintain the services and events 
people enjoy in town." 

This is not the only change 
to council tax as Suffolk County 
Council and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council are also in the 
process of setting their precepts 
for the financial year 2016/17.

Warning over 
‘bogus caller’ 


RESIDENTS are being 
warned to be on their guard 
after reports of a bogus call¬ 
er in a village near Haver¬ 
hill. 

Police were called shortly 
after 1pm on Monday, Janu¬ 
ary 18, following reports of 
a man acting suspiciously 
in the North Crescent area 
of Steeple Bumpstead. 

A resident had seen 
someone checking her gas 
meter and had challenged 
him and then contacted her 
gas company to check his 
identification. 

A post on a Steeple 
Bumpstead Facebook page 
about the incident has been 
shared 112 times. 

The post said she saw the 
caller going into other gar¬ 
dens and that he became 
“agitated” when she con¬ 
fronted him. 

The post added that the 
resident contacted Brit¬ 
ish Gas and was told that 
no-one was contracted to 
check gas meters in the 
Steeple Bumppstead area 
that day. 

A spokesperson for Brit¬ 
ish Gas was unable to con-

firm this was the case but 
said: “Anyone concerned 
should ask to see official 
identification, and if the 
caller is claiming to be from 
British Gas, please contact 
us to confirm if a visit is 
arranged. If they have any 
concerns they should con¬ 
tact the police immediate- 

iy-” 

A spokesperson for Essex 
Police said: “We would al¬ 
ways advise residents never 
to let any unexpected call¬ 
ers into their homes and 
more advice on dealing 
with bogus callers is avail¬ 
able on the BeSafe section 
of the Essex police website.” 

Their website advises that 
representatives from water, 
gas and electric companies 
will not usually call at your 
home without an appoint¬ 
ment. 

Suffolk Trading Stand¬ 
ards has also issued advice 
about bogus callers. 

It suggests locking doors 


and windows, looking 
through a spy hole in the 
door and keeping a door 
chain on while speaking to 
the caller. 

If you are presented with 
an identification card, they 
advise checking if the pic¬ 
ture matches the person on 
the door, if the card has ex¬ 
pired, and if there has been 
anything stuck over the pic¬ 
ture. 

It advises calling the com¬ 
pany to check if the caller 
is genuine, as the Steeple 
Bumpstead resident did, 
but remind residents not to 
use any telephone numbers 
on the identification card 
handed to them. 

If you are concerned you 
should call police on 101, 
and if they will not leave 
your property call 999. You 
can also call Suffolk Trading 
Standards on 03454 040506.

Work to start on 
business park 


NEW employers could be 
coming to Haverhill Busi¬ 
ness Park next year. 

Planning permission has 
just been granted to move 
large mounds of earth 
- known locally as “the 
Haverhill Alps” - on the 
site beside Bumpstead Road 
and the A1017 bypass. This 
is the first step to preparing 
the land for construction, 
as the business park has 
not been developed since 
2008. 

Work is set to begin in the 
spring and the land could 
be ready to build on by Au¬ 
gust. 

This means that employ¬ 
ers currently in talks with 
the developers could be oc¬ 
cupying newly-built busi¬ 
ness park premises in ear- 
ly-to-mid 2017. 

The land set to be devel¬ 
oped is made up of seven 
plots, with a total area of 
495,000 sq ft. 

The land was bought by 
Hammond Rutts Invest¬ 
ments last May, and devel-

opment managers Taurus 
Developments have been 
working with the landown¬ 
ers to develop a site plan. 

Michael Gibbens, owner 
and founder of Taurus De¬ 
velopments, said that occu¬ 
piers already interested in 
the site were “employment 
generating”. 

He said the businesses 
occupying the site were 
likely to be industrial and 
manufacturing companies, 
with opportunities for 
some trade counter opera¬ 
tors as well. 

The site is likely to bring 
at least seven employers 
to Haverhill in the coming 
years. 

Mr Gibbens added: “We 
haven’t bought the land to 
do anything other than cre¬ 
ate employment. There’s no 
residential angle.” 

However, he added that 
the thousands of new 


homes set to be built in the 
North-West Haverhill and 
Great Wilsey Park develop¬ 
ments made the site more 
attractive. 

He said: “There’s quite a 
big supply of housing com¬ 
ing through in Haverhill 
and people need some¬ 
where to work. I think it 
goes quite nicely.” 

Another reason for the 
decision by Hammond 
Rutts and Taurus to de¬ 
velop the site is its proxim¬ 
ity to Cambridge. Mr Gib¬ 
bens said that industrial 
land near the city was be¬ 
ing put to alternative uses, 
meaning certain businesses 
would be looking for sites 
further out. 

An application for per¬ 
mission to build employ¬ 
ment units on the site is set 
to be decided by the end of 
February.

Town retail park 
has new owners 



PURCHASED: Cambridge Road retail park, home to B&Q, Halfords and Sainsbury's 


A RETAIL park in Haverhill has 
been bought by Cambridge City 
Council. 

The Labour council spent 
£7million on the Cambridge 
Road retail park, which houses 
B&Q, Halfords and Sainsbury’s. 

The council says this invest¬ 
ment will net almost £500,000 a 
year in extra income, and comes 
after years of substantial funds 
sitting in the bank under the pre¬ 
vious Lib Dem administration. 

But the purchase was con¬ 
demned by city Lib Dem leader 
Cllr Tim Bick, who told the News 
it was “an appalling move”. 

He added: “What are they do¬ 
ing pouring Cambridge people’s 
money into a B&Q site in Haver¬ 
hill? Are they saying Cambridge 
isn’t worth investing in? No op¬ 
portunity to provide intrinsic as 
well as financial benefit to our lo¬ 
cal community, where the money 
originally came from? 

“With such a booming local 
economy here, that’s just ridicu¬ 
lous. A council should not be 
operating just like a free-ranging 
property speculator, but achiev¬ 
ing a community dividend as well

as a financial one. 

“When their investment strate¬ 
gy was passed last year, we advo¬ 
cated channelling resources into 
the provision of much needed 
homes in Cambridge. This was 
rejected by Labour. Even so, we’d 
all have hoped they could do bet¬ 
ter than this. 

“Now it’s clear for all to see - 
this is what you get from Labour.” 

But finance chief Cllr George 
Owers said the purchase will gen¬ 
erate an annual return of 6 per 
cent - even better than previous¬ 
ly anticipated. 

“This means £450,000 income 
per year for the council, or to 
put it another way, £450,000 less 
in cuts to frontline services that 
would have been necessary had 
we left the reserves accruing a 
miserly interest rate in a bank de¬ 
posit like the Lib Dems did for 14 
years,” he added. 

“I would be interested to see 
where the Lib Dem axe would fall 
in terms of cuts if they are saying 


they don’t support this purchase 
and the huge income it will bring 
in. What would the Lib Dems cut 
to make up the difference? Com¬ 
munity centres? Waste collec¬ 
tion? Sheltered housing? 

“This is part of a balanced ap¬ 
proach from Labour which sees 
us investing in commercial prop¬ 
erty in the short term to support 
our finances in a rapid and reli¬ 
able way, while simultaneously 
embarking on a large residential 
property investment programme 
in sub-market rent properties to 
tackle the housing crisis in the 
city. We have already spent £7.4m 
in the form of buying back hous¬ 
es privatised by the Lib Dems in 
Arbury and East Chesterton, and 
have another £8m set aside for 
the next round of investment in 
housing at Mill Road Depot, Park 
Street car park and other oppor¬ 
tunities.” 

A report published months af¬ 
ter Labour came to power said 
the city council had more re¬ 
serves than any other second-tier 
authority in the region, both in 
total and as a proportion of its 
overall budget.

The Consumer Rights Act came 
into force on 1 October 2015. It was 
heralded as a great innovation, providing 
much-needed clarity for consumers, and 
attempted to tackle head-on some of the 
failings of previous consumer legislation. 

The Act spells out what consumers can 
expect from goods and services that they 
purchase from a business. Old phrases 
such as ‘satisfactory quality” survive 
from the earlier legislation. Goods and 
services must be of satisfactory quality, 
and they must be fit for purpose, match 
their description, and should match any 
earlier samples provided. 

The important terms of the contract must 
be prominent and transparent - it is not 
enough for those terms to be in writing, 
key terms should be brought to the 
attention of consumers. 

One previous area of great uncertainty 
surrounded the right of consumers to 
reject goods. The act introduces the 
concept of a short-term right to reject, 
whereby if the goods are defective, they 
can be rejected as long as they are 
returned within 30 days of purchase. 

If the goods are defective, but not 
returned within 30 days, the seller has 
a right to try and repair the goods. If the 
goods are still faulty after that one repair, 
then again, the goods can be rejected. In 
both cases, the consumer should have 
their money returned to them in full, as 
long as rejection takes place within six 
months. 

The Act is less certain around perishable 
goods. The Act suggests that rejection 
must take place sooner than 30 days, in 
essence before the goods themselves 
perish. 

There is one very important exception to 
this rule, which relates to motor vehicles. 
If rejection takes place after six months, 
then the consumer would have to give 
some credit for use of the vehicle during 
that period. 

The act also provides rights in relation to 
digital goods and stresses the availability 
of alternative dispute resolution for 
parties in dispute. 

This is a welcome development at the 
consumers, and hopefully will give clarity 
and not only to consumers but also to 
businesses, around what has always 
been a difficult issue, namely when and 
how long consumers have to reject faulty 
goods.

2,000 drivers 
breathalysed 


ALMOST 2,000 drivers were 
breath tested for drink 
driving over Christmas and 
New Year. 

Suffolk Police said nine 
per cent, or 172 of the 1,920 
drivers they tested between 
December 1 and fanuary 1 
failed breath tests. 

Inspector fulian Dit- 
cham, of the Norfolk and 
Suffolk Roads Policing Unit, 
said: “The results show that 
it is the minority of drivers 
that were found to be drink 
driving in Suffolk. 

“But this is still too many 
and the percentage testing 
positive is higher than last 
year which is disappoint¬ 
ing. 

“We carry out campaigns 
like this all year round, but 
it is ever more prevalent at 
Christmas time, when the 
focus is around family and 
people celebrating the end 
of the year. 

“We are always keen to 
highlight the dangers asso¬ 
ciated with getting behind 
the wheel while over the

limit, the dangers to other 
road users and the conse¬ 
quences of being caught.” 

And Insp Ditcham has 
urged people to think be¬ 
fore they get behind the 
wheel after too many 
drinks. 

He added: “You have to 
ask yourself, is that extra 
pint or glass of wine really 
worth increasing the risk of 
causing a serious collision 
or even death? 

“How would you live with 
yourself afterwards know¬ 
ing the consequences of 
your actions?” 

Tim Passmore, Suffolk 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner, said he could not 
believe how many drivers 
failed. 

He said: “It beggars belief 
that despite the obvious 
dangers, too many driv¬ 
ers are still taking to the 
road under the influence of 


drink or drugs. 

“All drivers need to un¬ 
derstand that drink driv¬ 
ing risks their lives and the 
lives of others. 

“It’s high time that the 
message gets through to 
people, that drink driving 
wrecks lives and is grossly 
irresponsible and selfish. 
This cavalier attitude to 
safety is completely unac¬ 
ceptable. 

“Sadly, far too many driv¬ 
ers have still not learnt the 
lesson - drink driving kills. 

“I trust the courts will 
hand out suitable sentenc¬ 
es to act as a powerful de¬ 
terrent.” 

During the campaign, of¬ 
ficers tested drivers when 
there was a concern over 
the manner of driving or 
the condition of the vehi¬ 
cle, as well as anyone in¬ 
volved in a collision. 

A total of 3,349 drivers 
were tested across Suffolk 
and Norfolk, with 262 driv¬ 
ers in total providing posi¬ 
tive readings.

BEREAVED families have 
vetoed the donation of 
organs from hundreds of 
registered donors in the last 
five years, new figures show. 

NHS Blood and Transplant 
(NHSBT) data suggests rela¬ 
tives blocked transplants in 
547 - or one in seven - cases 
since 2010. 

The body said it would no 
longer seek a family’s formal 
consent in order to reduce 
the number of “overrides”, 
according to the BBC. 

The bereaved will be giv¬ 
en a leaflet which explains 
consent remains with the 
deceased, although they can 
still block donation by pro¬ 
viding reasons in writing. 

NHSBT estimated the 
blocked donors would have 
provided organs for 1,200 
of the 6,578 patients on the 
waiting list for a transplant, 
while not asking relatives 
could result in the number 
donors rising by nine per 
cent. 

“We are taking a tougher 
approach - but also a more

honest approach,” says Sal¬ 
ly Johnson, director of organ 
donation and transplanta¬ 
tion at NHSBT. “My nurses 
are speaking for the person 
who has died. People who 
join the register want and 
expect to become organ do¬ 
nors. We do not want to let 
them down. 

“We have every sympathy 
for families and of course 


we do not want to make 
their grief worse. We think 
this will make what is a 
hugely distressing day easi¬ 
er for them, by reducing the 
burden on them. 

“The principle that the 
individual affected is the 
one who consents applies 
throughout medicine, and 
it is not different because 
someone has died.”

THE Volkswagen Group has domi¬ 
nated a car awards ceremony 
despite being engulfed by the die¬ 
sel emissions scandal.

VW Group admitted in Septem¬ 
ber that it had fitted software to 
engines in a bid to cheat tests for 
nitrogen oxides.

The company also admitted that 
the stated C02 levels for around 
36,000 vehicles may have been set 
too low, giving an inaccurate por¬ 
trayal of fuel consumption. 

Among the other VW Group 
models which won awards were 
the Skoda Octavia (best family 
car), Volkswagen Passat Estate (best 
electric car) and Porsche Boxster 
(best sports car). 

What Car? insisted that none of 


the award winners were affected 
by the diesel emissions or carbon 
scandals because they are powered 
by the latest generation of engines, 
which have all been “recertified” in 
recent months. 

Jim Holder, the magazine’s edi¬ 


torial director, said: “Our guiding 
principle is to recommend the best 
cars on sale today. We have tested 
all cars with our unrivalled rigour 
and scrutiny on a level playing 
field with all of their rivals. 

“Regardless of the scandal, the 


VW Group still builds cars that 
rank among the very best on the 
road and, tested against our criteria 
covering all of the rational reasons 
that consumers choose one car 
over another, the results are clear 
to see.” 

But he added that the company 
faces a “huge journey” to rebuild 
the public’s confidence and ac¬ 
knowledged that some motorists 
would “simply look to our runner- 
up recommendations” when choos¬ 
ing which car to buy. 

Audi’s head of sales for Europe, 
Dominique Boesch, said the A4’s 
Car of the Year prize was recogni¬ 
tion of its “advanced engineering 
and design”.

The first team, under the guidance 
of player-manager Michael Shinn, 
have enjoyed a solid season so far in 
the Thurlow Nunn League, Premier 
Divison and are currently eighth in the 
standings. 

But Shinn has also been involved in 
helping the club plan their development 
strategy and Rovers chairman Shulver 
is excited by the plans they have put in 
place. 

“Michael has become involved with us 
in helping how we are going to develop 
players because if the first team is to suc¬ 
ceed, then everything else beneath it has 
to be strong,” said Shulver. 

“We’re not like a lot of clubs who 
have a sugar daddy and are in a 
position where we spend lots of money 
on bringing players in. 

“The fact is, 90 per cent of our 
players are from Haverhill and live in 
the area, and we want to ensure that 
continues for the long term.” 

In total, there are 38 teams at Rovers 
from under-sevens level up to the 
senior side, with the club now having 
set up a fund to pay for their coaches 
to complete their FA badges and youth 
modules. 

Rovers have brought in coach 
mentors as well, led by former FA 
Skills coach Dan Pilcher and football 
development officer Peter Betts, to 
offer guidance and support to those 
overseeing the development of their 
younger players. 

“It’s all very well and good having all

these people playing football, but we 
have to consider what the outcome 
will be for them,” said Shulver. 

“It’s no good winning the league at 
under-10s level and the players being 
out of the game by the time they’re 16 
because they haven’t been taught the 
necessary skills and techniques. 

“It’s just the start for us, but we’ve 
already got five players in the Suffolk 
under-18s team and that’s more than 
the likes of Lowestoft, Leiston and AFC 
Sudbury, who are all higher up than us 
at first-team level.” 

The news that more than £320,000 of 
funding to install a 3G artificial pitch at 
the New Croft has been granted to the 
Haverhill Community Sports Association 
has come as a boost to the club’s plans 
as well. 

The facility should be in place by 
August and along with being available 
for Rovers’ youth teams, it will also 
become the home pitch for Haverhill 
Borough. 

“We were looking at where we were 
going to play next season, but the 
3G pitch means we can get back to 
just running the football club,” said 
Borough chairman Ben Cowling. 

“It’s great for the community because 
everyone will be able to use it, but for 
us it means we can guarantee we will be 
able to have football matches on at the 
New Croft.”
